Mr. Walsh reviewed the work of 


the federal commission, paying par- 
ticular attention to the conditions it 
found in Colorado.

story of 


Colorado, he declared, was the story 
of all "exploited communities, and 
unprotected workers." 


'He asserted that the federal com- 


mission in its two years of research 
did not find a single case 
where 
there was a labor disturbance or loss 
of life in a strike that labor had a 
contract with 
the 
employer.

Walsh ridiculed the Rockefeller plan 
for dealing with the

the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
com- 


pany. He considered the strike in 
Colorado won by the workmen be-

He had been in failing health for 
four months. 


•General Hamilton had a notable 


civil war record. He had completed 
his education at Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, had been graduated from the 
Cincinnati Law School and had just 
begun the practice of law at Zanes- 
ville when the war broke out. 
En- 


listing immediately, he was made 
captain of Company G of the Thir- 
ty-second Ohio Volunteer Infantry. 


In 1862 he was transferred to the 


Ninth Ohio Cavalry, which he berv- 
ed successively as major, lieutenant 
colonel and colonel. 
For especially 


creditable work in Sherman's march 
to the sea, he was 
made 
brevet 


brigadier general during 
the 
last 


year of the war on the recommen- 
dation of Generals Sherman and Kil- 
patrick. 


Two brothers, 'Robert and Henry, 


who had enlisted originally in the 
same company, died during the war. 
General Hamilton 
participated 
in 


many of the fiercest and bloodiest 
clashes. 
Among these battles 
are 


those of Cheat Mountain, Decatur, 
Buckhead Creek, Wayneboro, Aiken, 
Averysboro and Bentonville. 


Last vcar he published a book en- 


titled "Recollection of 
a Cavalry- 


man of the Civil War Fifty 
Years 


After.1' This work has been widely 
read ove^ the country, and commen- 
dations came to 
him 
from many 


prominent men. 
Among those who 


wrote him an appreciathe letter xjn 
the book was Sir Gilbert Parker of 
England. 


General Hamilton always has been 


a vigorous 
opponent of military 


preparedness, and during the 
last 


year and a half wrote a number of 
articles on the subject. 


TBorn in 1832 
at 
Lanarkshire, 


Scotland, General Hamilton, at the 
age of G years, 
came to America 


with his parents. They settled on a 
farm near Newark. 
He engaged in 


farm work, and taught school to earn 
his way through the university and 
law college. 


'After the war he did not resume 


the practice of law, but engaged in 
industrial enterprises. 


He successively was president of a 


rolling mill company at Newark, or- 
ganizer and treasurer of the 
New- 


ark, Somerset and Shawnee 
Rail- 


road, later purchased by the 
Balti- 


more and Ohio Railroad; president 
of the Ogden Iron Company at Or- 
biston, Hocking County, which later 
merged with another company; pres- 
ident of the Hamilton Coal and Iron 
Company, operating in Athens Coun- 
ty, and until his death, president of 
the Southern State Company. 


He was a Republican, membo1' of 


Wells Post, G. A. -R., the Loyal leg- 
ion 
and 
First 
Congregational 


Church.

Merchant. 


People who were never engaged 


or employed in retail trade have lit- 
tle idea of the pains most merchants 
will take to please the public. 
"When I lock this store up at night" 
says one merchant, "I feel that at 
last my soul is my own, and I can 
do what I think is right. But there 
are many times when I have to sink 
my own sense of fairness and justice 
in order to meet the requirements 
of the public. In the main people 
are reasonable. 
But there are many 


cases of unjust demands that are 
terriably irritating." 


"For instance," he - continued, "a 


man came in here one day and want- 
ed to exchange some collars. The 
weren't bought here nor in thi 
town. He had got them off on some 
trip, had brought them home, and 
then didn't like them. 
He though 


lie could come in here and get us to 
work them off for him and give him 
some of our regular goods in ex 
change." 
"These collars were un- 


like anything sold 
in our 
store 


They were so much cheaper that it 
would have hurt our trade to sell 
them. We simply could do nothing 
with them, and we told him so. He 
went off huffy, and has never been 
inside our store since." 


"We were under no obligations 


to work off his collars. 
If we had 


taken them for him, the best thing 
we could have done 
would be to 


throw them in the rubbish barrel, 
and charge their value up to adver- 
tising. 
And really as a pure busi- 


ness proposition, that 
would have 


tteea, the .thing to do. 
The trade of 


his we lost was worth much more 
than a total loss on those miserable 
collars." 


The merchant went on to say that 


this illustrated how he had to deal 
with many people who have no ex- 
perience with business methods. A 
man familiar with the ordinary ways 
and ideas of business 
men 
would 


never ask for any 
such exchange. 


The merchant is up against it. 


Whether to yield to people who 


make these unbusinesslike proposi- 
tions, or to take his stand on the es- 
tablished 
standards of trade, 
and 


thereby secure the 
dislike of the 


many people without business sense, 


as one of the leading Democrats of 
Ohio and wish to do him honor, and

st estimate $120. That would mean 
14,380,000 to the 
occupants of 


hese farms and would more than 
ay for the cured meat that is now 
ought at the store. 
There are 60,000 farms without 


oultry. 
In food for the table, and 


oultry and eggs for sale, poultry 


on these farms would yield $6,000,- 
000 that the occupants lose by their 
lack of thrift. 


There are 306,000 farms in Texas 


which produce no forage. That means 
a loss of at least $20,000,000 
for 


which there is no excuse. T3xas is 
capable of producing forage enough 
to feed 10 times the number of ani- 
mals within her border without di- 
minishing production in othar lines. 


There are 300,000 farms in Texas

Washington, January 24.—The su- 


preme court today upheld the consti- 
tutionality of the income tax law. 


Chief 
Justice White gave 
the 


court's decision, sweeping aside all 
the many objections to its constitu- 
tionality in whole or in part. 


Chief Justice White announced the 


decision in the case of 
Frank 
R. 


Brushaber, stockholder of the Union 
Pacific railway who sought to enjoin 
the company from paying the tax on 
the ground that it was unconstitu- 
tional. Most of Justice White's opin- 
ion was directed toward over-ruling 
the contention that the income tax 
amendment provided a hitherto un- 
known power of taxation. Going far 


••'into the history of income tax legis- 


lation, the chief justice concluded 
the argument was without merit. 
i 


Advancing to other points, 
the 


chief justice held that the tax was 
not unconstitutional because it was 
retro.act.ive.. 


The Argument that the jtew 
wag 


unconstitutional because agricultural 
and horticultural organizations and 
such were exempt, the chief justice 
held, was answered by decisions un- 
der the corporation tax law. He said 
the point was only another illustra- 
. tion of an erroneous assumption that 
the tax was imposed under a new 
power conferred upon the govern- 
ment, by the sixteenth
